Water 
rates on the 
rise by 4%

PelhamNEWS Staff 

Pelham residents will likely see an 
increase to their water bills this year. 

The town’s proposed water and sewer 
budget was presented to town council¬ 
lors on Monday night during their gen¬ 
eral committee meeting. 

If approved, about a 4% combined 
increase over 2011 will be passed on to 
ratepayers. 

The proposed budget includes a fixed- 
rate charge of $22.07 every two months 
for water and $26.08 for wastewater.

Taxes 
poised 
to climb 
2 . 75 %

Residents of Pelham could face a 
2.75% tax levy increase in 2012. 

The town’s budget met little opposi¬ 
tion from councillors Monday night. 

“I think staff have done a good Job 
preparing a budget that held the line 
on spending that we can control and 
presented the (increases) we couldn’t 
control," Mayor Dave Augustyn said. 

A 2.75% hike would cost the average 
homeowner an extra $31.12 in town 
taxes — close to nine cents more a day. 

Councillors spent the evening review¬ 
ing the budget presented by treasurer 
Cari Pupo. Staff were directed to keep 
the budget as close to 2011 numbers as 
possible, but items previously approved 
by council, including new Summerfest 
funds, new hires and additional bylaw 
services brought the budget up slightly.

The budget is $243,158 
above the town's 2011 spend¬ 
ing envelope. 

“The only increases are 
mandated by legislation due 
to benefits requirements, 
previously approved items 
by council and a cost of living 
adjustment fort staff,” Pupo 
said. “We have to pay for WSIB 
increases or it poses a poten¬ 
tial risk for town if we don't.” 

Council will look into 
attempting to connect staff 
wage increases to their per¬ 
formance in addition to years 
of service, but it may take 
some time to implement.

This year residents will 
be able to take advantage of 
more camp and swimming 
programs, enhanced bylaw 
services, e-billing for utilities 
and taxes, and better tools on 
the town’s website.

I wanted to give you a bit of an 
update regarding the proposed 
Site Alteration bylaw. I believe 
this especially important because 
misinformation continues to be 
circulated around Pelham and 
Niagara. 

You will recall that following 
complaints and the suggestion from 
some rural residents, the Town 
began considering the introduction 
of a Site Alteration bylaw. 

Many other municipalities 
have enacted a bylaw of this 
nature because it allows a cities or 
towns to regulate activities with 
the potential for environmental 
degradation (dumping, erosion, 
sedimentation, etc...), drainage 
problems (blockages, impact on 



neighbouring properties, etc...) and 
public nuisance (tracking of mud on 
roads, dust, etc...). 

The Town convened a public 
information session in August to 
give people an opportunity to ask 
questions and provide written 


late September, 2011. Farmers, 
nursery operators, and sod growers 
asked to be exempt for "normal 
farm practices”: landscapers asked 
for exemptions for their business 
activities. 

Some of the neighbours of 
existing “berms” implored council 
to act and to regulate that activity 
and the dumping of construction 
material on good farm lands. Others

meeting to receive feedback in

had only a couple of days to review 
the draft, council postponed the 
discussion on the matter to our Jan. 
16,2012 meeting. 

At that January meeting council 
debated a proposal to limit the 
bylaw to deal exclusively with the 
construction of “berms” and “the 
contamination of agricultural land 
with inappropriate fill.” That motion 
was lost

those areas, but also deal with other 
issues raised by the public through 
letters and comment Others wanted 
the bylaw to be clearer in language 
and meaning. 

In the end, the draft was sent back 
to staff to rework the bylaw based 
on council’s input It is scheduled 
to return to general committee in

members ofthepublicfor comment 
and suggestions.

It is time to start thinking about getting the Flu vaccine. There will be flu shot clinics 
in the local area in the upcoming weeks that anyone can go to. Often these clinics are 
underutilized. There is still a great deal of misunderstanding about the flu vaccine and 
who should be immunized. 

Each year an average of 20,000 people are hospitalized, and between 2,000 and 
8,000 Canadians can die of influenza and its complications. Those most likely to 
suffer complications of the flu are the most vulnerable; children under two and adults 
over 65. The seasonal flu vaccine is safe and effective and can benefit people of all 
ages. The flu shot only provides protection up to 12 months; immunization is required 
each year. This year’s flu shot protects against the HI N1 flu virus as well as two other 
strains of flu. October to mid-November is the best time for immunization, but the 
vaccine may still be given in winter months. 

Who should get immunized? The following is a list from the recommended 
guidelines: 

People at high risk of influenza-related complications, including: 

• Adults and children with chronic conditions such as 

1. Cardiac or lung disorders such as asthma 

2. Diabetes mellitus and other metabolic diseases 

3. Cancer, immunodeficiency, immunosuppression 

4. Renal disease 

5. Anemia 

• Children and adolescents with conditions treated for long periods with aspirin 

• All residents of nursing homes or other chronic care facilities 

• Seniors aged 65 years or older 

• Pregnant women 

• Children aged 6 months to 23 months of age 

• Persons who are morbidly obese 

• Aboriginal Peoples 

People capable of transmitting influenza to those at high risk of 
complications including: 

• Health care and other care providers 

• Household contacts of those at high risk and to infants less than six months 

• Members of a household expecting a newborn during flu season 

• Women at all stages of pregnancy or breastfeeding mothers 

• Those providing regular child care to children 0-23 months 

• Those who provide services within closed settings to persons at high risk 

Others: 

• People who provide essential community services 

• People in direct contact with avian influenza infected poultry 

• Healthy people aged 5-64 years should consider getting the vaccine even if they 
are not in one of the above groups
